GET PERMIT TO BURN 

This is the time of year when 
farmers and woodsmen who desire to 
clear up lands are inclined to burn 
over certain pieces of lands. In most 
vases it can be done safely and wise- 
ly but in many cases the operation is 
extremely dangerous. 

The State department of conserva- 
tion has provided a way in which 
this may be done without violation of 
our laws. A permit to burn may be 
obtained from fire wardens. If war- 
rented applications will be granted. 
However the permittee is still liable 
foy any damage that may result from 
any such fires. A portion of the in- 
formation printed on the application 
blank reads as follows: 

Applicant shall not be permitted to 
burn until 48 hours after he has 
mailed the pink copy of the permit 
to the District Fire Warden. 

No fire shall be set out after the 
expiration of this permit, and no fire 
shall be set at a time when a high 
wind is blowing. An adequate fire 
line shall be made around the area 
to. be burned and a force of men suf- 
ficient to control the fire, shall be on 
hand at the time of burning. Per- 
mittee shall be liable for all damage 
to property which may result from 
burning done under his permit.

CAMP CARETAKER AND 
_ PLAY SUPERVISOR 


LaVere Cushman made a sugges- 
tion to the members of the Village 
jcounci] Monday evening that appears 
to be a very good one. The tourist 
camp at Connine’s grove requires a 
caretaker each summer during the 
busy season and Mr. Cushman sug- 
gests that such a person should have 
ample time also to supervise a play- 
ground for small children, all for the 


same. salary. - 

The caretaker is required to keep 
the camp clean and orderly, to see 
that all vistiors are duly registered, 
to look after their needs and to fur- 
nish them such information as they 
desire. Also to inform the visitors 
as to the places of interest in this 
county, 

Mr. Cushman suggested that the 
caretaker also act as supervisor of a 
municipal play ground, working in 
conjunction with his work as care- 
taker. There should be organized ° 
group play for the children.  Rev.. 
Fr. Culligan has’ offered the loan of 
the playground equipment of the 
Catholic church, Also, altho not yet 
officially arranged, it is quite prob- 
able the school will permit the use 
of their playground equipment. 

There are many features that may 
properly come under a playground 
program such as arrangements for 
bathing by the children, segregating 
them into proper groups, construc- 
tion of rustic furniture and a rustic 
bridge across the East Branch 80 
that those who so desire might visit 
the scenic places on the east side and 
along the AuSable river.

Treating Chickens for 
Severe Colds and Roup 


When the eyes of chickens water 
and then swell, ft fs usually due to 
cols which are developing Into a 
roupy condition. The nostrils are 
usually packed with mucous, making 
breathing difficult and matter due to 
intlammation gathers In the face and 
finally becomes packed ip a hard, 
leathery lump. 

When colds first appenr, squeeze the 
nostrils with wads of tissue paper to 
Temove the mucous and then Inject 
commercial disinfectant ar roup cure 
or potassium permanganate witha 
medicine dropper. The commercial 
roup. cures often include a small 
syringe useful to tnject-the solution 
into the nostrils of the bird.

Cross through {te Chapters. The ‘pro- ; 


gram {s-Intenfed to perfect disaster 
preparedness committees in the ten 
thousand communities reached by Red 
Cross Chapters and their branches. 
When carried out, through commit- 
tees of men and women in the com 
munities, it will insure that should a 
disaster come, an organization for 
emergency relief, including every 
modern. method sclence has perfected 


—such as the radio, the airplane, the | 
Motor ¢ar and watercraft—can be | 


mobilized to bring assistance, with 
the promptitude applied by the Red 
Cross in. recent. major disasters, such 
as the West Indies hurricane and the 
Mississippi Vatley flood. 

These enlarged and strengthened 
plans for disaster relief are set forth 
{n- the revised Red Cross manual, 
“When Disaster Strikes,” which hag 
been placed in the hands of every 
Red Cross chairman throughout the 
nation. The plan to encourage adoption 
of these added disaster: preparedness 
methods was begun at this time be- 
cause Red Cross records—coveriug 48 
years of. disaster relief—show that 
the period of the greatest number of 
disasters, large and small, ranges 
from the early Spring through the 
early Fall. : 

The Record of 48 Years 


A historical summary of Red 
Cross disaster relief since 1882, shows 
that the society was active in giving re- 
Hef in 938 domestic dicasters and its 
expenditures in those rellef operations 
were $49,594,000. The three groups 
of calamities appearing most frequent- 
ly were: cyclones, tornadoes, burri- 
canes and other: storms, 231; fires, 
131; floods, 126. 

During this period, the Red Cross 
also has given assistance to distressed 
peoples of other countries in 153 dis- 
astera. Total expenditures for relief 
at home and throughout the world, in 
48 years, amount te $77,354,000. 

In the four most recent major dis- 
asters, among the greatest which 


have ever visited the American con 
tinent, Red Cross expenditures tor re- 
lief totalled $29,188,908. Only in the 
event of large disasters such as the 
Florida hurricane of 1926, the Mls 
sissippi Valley flood of 1927, the New 
England flood of the eume Fall, and 
the West Indjes hurricane of 1928, 
does the Red Cross seek contributions 
from the. general pubiic for relief 
work; and frequently these are not 
ample, as in the four disasters listed, 
the Red Cross donated. $1,338,201 
from its own treasury to aid in the 
work. In the event of amaller disas- 
ters, the cost of the relief is met 
largely from Red Cross resources. 
No Community Immune 


No community is immune to great 
disasters of one type or another, the 
manual shows. One preparedness 
measure that can be adcpied is a sum 
vey of the surrounding country, wit 
the assistance of engineers and ot':-t 
experts to determine the type of cis 
aster to which the section ig subject. 
Hazards resuiting froin the presence 
of rivera and. lakes, subject to over 
flow, of mines, munition (actories, 
and other industries wherein dangers 
from expfosion and Gres may exist, 
are singled out for cousideration. 

Exténsion of existing disaster or 
ganizations in communities, and or 
ganization of men and women, trained 
in public health and community ser- 
vice, will result in the saving ‘of lives 
‘and the prevention of extensive suffers 
ing, through privation, epidemic and 
other misfortune, should emergency 
arise through disaster. These organ- 
ization plans, outlined in the manual, 
are similar to those now existing in 
most -Red Cross Chapters, only 
strengthened in some 
They contemplate disaster prepared- 
ness and relief committees. under 
which function sub-committees on 
food, clothing, shelter, medical aid, 
registration of disaster sufferers and 
information servive, tramsportation 
and commupnicatizn and finance. 

Co-ordination ot all of the societies, 
organized groups und {natitutions in 
the locality is urged, so that all effort 
for emergency relief will be directed 
without conflict. Tratued fu advance, 
these committees can swing into ac- 
tion, and provide an orderly and eye 
tematic relief organization.

‘STATE PARK RULES AND REG- 
i ULATIONS 


Michigan State parks are open and 
free to the public. Visitors are wel- 
come to use them for the various 
activities permitted, In order to- “pre- 
vent abuse and misuse of the priv- 
ileges offered by these parks the fol- 
lowing rules’ and. regulations be. en- 


, forced. 


1 The destruction or injury of any 
sign, guide post or property of any 
kind is unlawful. This ‘includes the 
peeling of bark, carving and chopping 
of trees, cutting branches, driving 
nails, digging around from roots and 
the removal of trees, shrubs and 
plants, picking wild flowers, and 
other injuries, 


2 To carry or have firearms in pos- 
jsession in a State Park is unlawful. 

3 Throwing of tin cans,. ‘bottles, 
papers, junk ot refuse of any. kind on 
the ground or in a lake or stream; 
or the misuse and abuse of ‘seats, 
tables and other park equipment is 
prohibited, 

4 Speed limit for motor’ vehicles. on 
park roads is 20 miles per hour ex- 
cept where otherwise posted, : 

5 Dogs in the park. must be tied 
with a chain or controlled on a leash. 
They are not allowed to run loose 
about the park. . 

6 Building or starting fires in the 

open or in any place except where: 
proper provisions have been made’ or 
to leave fires while burning is pro- 
hibited. 
1 7 Washing or the . throwing of 
waste of any kind ground well or 
spring or the use of woods as toilets 
‘or ‘the use of toilets for bath’ houses 
‘is prohibited. 

8 Persons desiring to camp in State 
Park are required to obtain permit 
before making camp. A permit. will 
be issued to camp 7 days or less on 
a single site in parks within Oakland, 
Livingston, Macomb, St. Clair, Otta- 
wa and Bay Counties. The time limit 
in all other parks will be 15 days on 
a single site. When time of permit 
has expired, campers. are required to 
move from the park. To remain 
longer, permit must be renewed. 

9 Camping, horseback _ riding or 
driving of automobiles or other vehi- 
cles on areas (picnic ground, children’s 
playground, bathing. beaches, etc.) 
posted against such traffic or utiliza- 
|tion is prohibited, 

10 Camping in the park by boys 
under seventeen years of age unac- 
companied by an adult or adults and 
girls under eighteen years of age un- 
accompanied by their parents or 
chaperon is prohibited. 

11 Disorderly conduct in the way 
of drunkenness, vile language, fight- 
ing and personal exposure by change 
of clothing in automobiles, woods, 
park or any other place where person 
is not: properly sheltered is pro- 
hibited. 

Sec. 8a-Act 17, Public Acts 1921, 
as. amended by Act 337, P; A, 1927 
provides that (any person who shall 
do or perform any act prohibited by 
such rules and regulations or. who 
shall fail, refuse or neglect to do or 
perform any act required by such 
rules and regulations concerning the ° 
use and occupancy of lands and prop- 
erty under the control of said com- | 
mission of coriservation, which ‘shall 
have been made, promulgated . and 
published as in this act provided, dur 
ing the time such rules or regulations 
shall be in force and effect, or who 
shall violate any: such. rules or reg- 
ulations thus made, shall be. deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be subject to 
a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars, together with costs of pros- . 
ecution, or to imprisonment — in, the. 
county jail for not ‘more than ninety 
days, or both such fine ‘and imprison-‘ 
ment in the discretion’ of the court.)

OST of the world shares with 
France its great sorrow in the 
loss of its distinguished soldier, Mar- 
shal Ferdinand Foch, generalissimo of 
all the aliied armies-during the World 
war, who died Wednesday in Parts. 
Marshal Foch was seventy-eight years 
of age and had been Wl! for nearly 
three months. He suffered an attack 
of fafluenza which developed into a 
Pulmonary trouble and was followed 
by complications ef the kidneys. A 
resultant heari. weakness claimed him. 
Not since Napoleon’s body was 
brought back from St. Helenw in 1840 
Das France witnessed a-funeral of 
such surpassing pomp as that ar- 
ranged under direction of the French 
chamber of deputies to honor the dead 
marshal. For twenty-four hours pre- 
vious to the funeral, which was held 
on the 26th, the body lay in state un- 
der the Arc de Triomphe, near the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. The 
high and low, the rich and poor, in 
continueus procession passed by the 
bler to pay homage to France's great- 
est hero of modern titnes, 

Gen. John J. Pershing, who was one 
of the marshal’s most intimate asso- 
ciates and supporters during the war 
and who is recovering fn Parts from 
infinenza, expected to go to the 
Riviera for recuperation, but canceled 
bis departure to attend the ftunera! 
and act as one of the honorary pall- 
bearers. 

Honors seldom paid tv any one but 
the most distinguished American sol- 
diers was the tribute of the United 
Rtates army to the meriory of Mar- 
shal Foch.
